John had a Son calld Siziſmond? who being ſecretly Bred up in the Romiſh Re- 
* ligion by bis Mother, who was of the Sagellonian Royal Family of Poland, was in 
his Fathers time Elefted King of Poland. _ + 7 
The faid King John had alfo a Younger Brother, call'd Charles Duke of Suder- 
mania Nericia, &c. anda Younger Son of his own Name, call'd Duke of Oftrogothia. 
King Fohn Dyed in the Year 592, in the abſence of King $izi/mond his Eldeſt 
Son : During which, Charles Duke of Sudermania his Uncle, at the defire of the 
States, took upon him the Government : But ſent to Invite his Nephew Siziſmond, 
to come and take Poſſeſſion of his Native. Kingdom as ſoon as might be : Pro- 
miſing in the mean time to keep all quiet, andintimating, that he hop'd his Ma- 
jeſty when in Poſſeſſion, would Maintain all in the True Religion and Divine 
Worſhip, and Preſerve the Laws of Swedelaud.  _ | Os 
Atthe end of the Year hearriv'd in Swedelaxd, having in his Company Franceſco 
Maleſpina the Pope's Legate, who hindred him long from conſenting to any Security, 
either for Religzon or Property, but : finding the Coronation would be obſtrufted without 
that ; he gave way, as having yet (as the Hiſtorian ſays) owe ftarting hole remaining, - 
which was, that Paith was not to be kept towards Fereticks.In the mean timeyhe himſelf 
would have Crown'd the King: in the Cathedral at 2pfal, but was oppos'd by 
the Arch-Biſhop of Zp/al/, whoſe Right it was, even if that Pug had been Popith. 
The Coronation being over, which had been delay'd above a Year, during 
which time, ſeveral ſecret Attempts had been made upon Charles Duke of Sudermania 
to-make him away. Ang Sigiſmond contrary to his Coronation Oath, Erefed a 
Popiſh Church in the Capital City: Made a Great Man of his Religion Governour of the 
Caſtle of Stockholme, in which 'the Records of the Chancery, and the Arms -and Am- 
munition of the Kingdom were kept, and in the Port were the beſt part of the Royal 
Navy under Command of the Caſtle. ; EP er ye 
\ A certain Feſuit call d Adam Steinhall, obtain'd the Arcentian Temple, and the 
Queen's Iſland, with the Yaſtheman Monaſtery, which was prefently filld with 
Romiſh Prieſts. , | 
Sigiſmond alſo by his Followers and Attendants, continually affrouted the Eſta- 
bliſhed Religion, and, was ſending into Poland, for a Body of Forces able to ſubdue the 
_— upon which Diſcontents grew ſo high, that he haſtily withdrew thirther 
imfelf. | .\ 
He left Sweden #n confuſion, having only fot Forms fake, writ to his Uncle 
Charles to aſſume the Adminiſtration jointly 'with the Senate : But at the fame 
time, leaving others with greater Power both in Swedeland and Finland, as appeard 
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when he was mow | yy 
Charles Duke of Sudermania, to avoid Diſcord and Confuſion, call'd a Convention 


at Sudertopia, which was open'd with an Oath of Allegiance to King Sigiſmond, 
_ and did likewiſe afſert the Kingdoms Right, . to have the Coronation Oath per- 
form'd, which having been violated in the tender point of Religion, they redreſs d the 
Grievance, and ſuppreſs d the exerciſe of the Romiſh Religjon. Baniſhing all Prieſts 
and Preachers of the ſame, and the Antient Incurabents of the Vaſtheman Monaſtery 
were Reſtor d. — 7. Y ET 
Then ts defir d the Duke Charles to accept of the Adminiſtratian, for the good 
of the Kingdom, which he did. Then began a Treaty between Sigiſmond and the 
Convention, with Duke Charles at the head of it, which was by Sigiſmond ſpun out 
and obſtruted with much Artifice, at length the Convention made ſeveral Decrees for 
ſecurity of Reliazon and Property , and entred into an Aſſociation for the i” of

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An Agreement followed, in which, the King demanded to be ſupplyed with a 
Navy to go to Stockholm,promiſing there to call an Aſſembly of the States,but he no 
ſooner had the Shipping, but he Say 1d away-for Calmar, in which place he left 
a Garriſon of Foreigners, and then continued his Voyage to Dantfict. RES, 

- . The King being gone, an Aſſembly of the States mer at Stoctholme, where they 
Declared King S:gz/mond fallen from the Crown. and Government, and were ſo 
enclined to continue the Succeſſion, that they - oftered to receive his Son Prince 
Vladiſlaus, provided he might be ſent home, bred up a Proteſtant, and committed 
to the Guardianſhip of Duke Chartes, but Sjgzſmend refuſed it. . | 

Afterwards another Parliament metat Lzncopia, and therethey firſt did expreſly 
renounce King Sygiſmond and his Government, -as alſo his Laws. Ee 

Then they acknowledged Duke Charles of Sudermania for their Lawful King, 
and after him, ſettled the Crown upon his.Son G#/#avus Adolphus, and his Heirs 
Male.

Duke John concurred with the Parliament, and renounc'd: his pretenge to \the 
Crown, and was coritent.to*come in alter the Line of Duke Charles, ©

T. That the Swedes were deſirous to the laſt Degree, to preſerve the Succceſſion 
according to one part of the Laws of the Kingdom, provided that might be done 
without overturning all the reſt, they were wife .enough to. preſerve Laws, while 
Laws preſerved the Nation, which is the true end of all Laws, but no longer. 

If. That King Sigz/mond according to the Spirit of his Religion, where ever it is 
grownup-to Bigottry, broke thorow his Oaths, and all Rules. of Juſtice. and 
Morality, when they croſſed the Infatiable 4mbirion of his Prieſts. —ITIE 

IT. That tho' the Swedes, when they found that they could not keep their King, 
his direct Heirs, their Religion and Liberties all together, reſolved to part with the 
former, but were forced to be very cautious, and endeavour to gain time. by. 
Treaties, to unite themſelves againſt Szgi/mond, who had Poland and ſeveral Allies to 
back him, without which Conſiderations, the Prudence they  ſhewed on this 
Affair, may aſſure us,. they would not have ſuffered the Government in ſo - looſe a 
Poſture, fo long as they did. IE | __ 

IV. That the Swedes knowing, that it is impoſſible on any occaſion, that all Men. 
ſhould be ofthe fame Minde, wiſely ordained, that the Minor part ſhould ſubmit 
to the Major, or be declared Enemies to the Publick Peace. And. fure this Example 
will be followed, where ever Reaſenable and Diſintereſled Men meet on the hike 
Occaſions, for ſure ho Body can deny, but that it is better for any Nation, that 
ſome Laws ſhould be made and others broken, againſt the Opinion. of the Mincr 
part, than thatall Laws, Morality, and Good Nature, ſhould give place to pal-
